WASHINGTON D.C. - 
administration’s $5 billion 
general revenue sharing proposal 
is nothing more than a new form 
of federal government spending 
that will bring increased taxes, 


‘the Chamber of Commerce of 


the United States says. 

Three other objections to the 
plan were listed by Walker 
Winter, chairman of the National 
Chamber’s Taxation committee, 
when he appeared before the 
House Ways and Means 
committee: 

It will destroy fiscal 
responsibility within state and 
local governments. 

It will not solve the problems 
of the cities. 

It will inevitable result in 
increased, rather than 
decreased.federal control. 

On the other hand, Winter 
said the Chamber, while opposed 
to the continued growth of 
categorical grant-in-aid programs, 
supports aid to state and local 
governments in the form of 
block grants (special revenue 
sharing) provided this can be 
done without an increase in 
federal taxes. 

“The arithmetic of general . 
revenue sharing is simple,” 
Winter, prominent Chicago tax 
attorney, said. “First, we do not 
have, an and are not about to 
have : in the immediate future, a 
budget surplus to fund general

Mathias Says 
Yes” On Plan 


‘WASHINGTON D.C. - 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
recently told the House Ways 


-and Means committee that 


sharing federal revenues with the 
cities and states is the “best way 
to transfer the decision-making 
powers, along with the necessary 
funds, back to the state, local 


_ governments.” 


By providing revenue “with 
no federal strings attached,” he 
said, “local officials would be 
better equipped, both financially 
and administratively, to deal 
with local problems and needs.” 

Mathias presented his remarks 
to the Ways and Means 
committee during public 
hearings on the Administration’s 
General Revenue Sharing 
proposal. 

“For over 30 years,”’ he said, 
‘‘we have witnessed the 
accumulation of power in the 
federal government over the 
cities and states. This has come 
about granting federal assistance 
on terms that have prohibited 
the development of good 
community services. Experience 
has show us that federal 
programs and a massive federal 
bureaucracy are not the best 
way to deal with local problems. 

‘“‘Under general revenue 
sharing, the rigid requirements, 
red tape, and endless delays that 
are inherent in existing Federal 
aid would be eliminated. Stae

But the number of farm- 
ers has diminished by a shocking 
amount. 

Meanwhile, what does agribusi- 
ness ptoduce beyond food? 

‘It is responsible for no less than 
ten per cent of the state's total per- 
sonal income. State officials say it 
provides jobs for 1.7 million people 
with a payroll of nearly $8.5 billion 
in California, annually. Most of the 
jobs created are in the cities. A ma- 
jor portion of truck transport, one- 
third of rail tonnage and large por- 
tions of waterborne exports and air 
freight are agricultural in origin. 

Each year more than 31,000 re- 
frigerated rail cars are used to move 
state meat, fruits and vegetables to 
market. Five billion tin cans and one 
billion glass bottles are used in pro- 
cessing products per year. From the 
steel industry, state farmers and pro- 
cessors buy 600,000 tons of tinplate 
per year and buy one-tenth the 
amount of steel for machinery as 
used by the entire U.S. auto indus- 
try. More than $100 million Werth of 
petroleum products are consumed. 

Generation of city jobs means 
more than 740,000 jobs in the Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. areas, 
alone. 

But what is returned to the tillers 
of the soil? Latest surveys show that 
the average Californian spends 161/, 
cents of each dollar of his income for 
food. As food expenditure goes 


down, contrary to the belief of most . 


householders, the man who grows 
food gets less and less. At present, 
of the 16!/ cents-per dollar. being 
spent, only 6.6 cents goes to the 
farmer. 

This state leads the nation in 
gross. farm income. Thus the presi- 
dential salute will be viewed: here 
with interest — in the hope that from 
it will stem relief for the struggling 
farmer. 

And it’s not just growers who 
have a stake in improving income:

For 18th District 


WASHINGTON D.C. 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
released Social Security data 
which shows that $6,419,000 in 


‘monthly cash benefits were paid 


to 67,845 people in the 18th 
Congressional district during 
1970. 

The report from. the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare showed 
that 40,260 Kern county 
residents received monthly 
benefits from the old Age, 
Survivors, Disability, and Health 
Insurance programs totaling 
$3,940,000; total of $2,479,000 
in benefits were paid to 27,585 
Tulare county citizens. 

Mathias also announced that 
the Medicare program gave 
hospital and medical insurance 
benefits to 44,412 citizens of

wandered from the church 
because many feel the restrictive 
atmosphere, specifically the Ten 
Commandments, inhibit rather 
than enhance spiritual growth.

“If people don’t think there’s 
a drug problem and _ spiritual 
problem in Porterville, they just 
haven’t taken a good look 
around,” he said. Director of: 
Ichthus Bruce Bahalian, Jones 
explained, is formerly of 
Porterville and has been anxious 
to start a program here since the 
organization’s inception two 
years ago. 

In analyzing the Jesus 
Movement, Jones and _ his 
assistant Bruce Classen of 
Porterville return to prophecy in 
the New Testament which states 
that the “young will lead the 
old”, that Christ will return in 
their lifetime, and that the world 
can’t be allowed to degenerate at 
it’s present rate.

If general revenue sharing is 
_ adopted, Winter asserted that it 
_ “would be the most basic change 
in our form of public finance 
since the adoption of the federal 
income tax in 1913.”

and local officials would receive 
the funds automatically and 
would know in advance exactly 
how much would be 
forthcoming. This would make 
planning for the future easier 
and more effective.” 

The general revenue sharing 
bill, which Mathias co-sponsored 
in February, would provide for 
the federal government to share 
with the state and _ local 
governments a_ small fixed 
percentage of the federal income 
tax, 1.3 percent of the total 
taxable income each year, which 
would amount to $5 billion the 
first year. These funds would be 
distributed to the states and 
cities with no strings attached 
other than the provision that 
they not be used in any manner 
that discriminated against a. 
person -because of race, religion 
or national origin. 

State and local governments 
could use the money as they see 
fit to meet their own particular 
responsibilities and demands. 

Mathias told the committee 
that “revenue sharing is the most

sound way to give aid to our 
State and local governments.”

I will allow 
more spending priorities to be 
set at the local level. And it will 
build a new capacity for local 
governmental officials to 
respond to local needs.”

We are not so sure that short 
hair cuts would be harmful to 
people but we are sure that short 
lawn mowing is hard on your 
Jawn. Especially during hot 
weather it robs the grass of its

So whatever you do don’t 
take out your fustrations over 
“tong hairs” on your poor lawn.
